The efforts the citizens New Jersey over 
period almost years achieve plan admin- 
istration that would co-ordinate the work done 
state institutions and agencies, and develop accord- 
ing good standards meet the needs state 
whole, are related this Bulletin the Federal Chil- 
dren’s Bureau describing their study made 1925. Early 
experiments, including alternate and sometimes joint 
public and private enterprises, preceded the organiza- 
tion 1918 the State Department Institutions 
and Agencies which were assigned both supervisory 
and administrative duties. The Board Children’s 
Guardians, which had been operation since 1899, 
was transferred the new Department and continued 
perform the same administrative functions. was 
established “to have the care and maintain general 
supervision indigent, helpless, dependent, abandoned, 
friendless and poor children who may now be, who 
may hereafter become, public The children 
are its legal wards, committed Overseers the 
Poor Courts and paid for from county funds. They 
were cared for placement foster homes insti- 
tutions, boarded with their own families or, since 1913, 
left with their own mothers under plan familiarly 
known Mothers’ Aid. 

Historically, the first plan care for children was 
boarding them with foster mothers. Then was dis- 
covered that for the same amount money some 
them could remain more happily with their own mothers 
and they were boarded their own homes. 1913 
law was enacted enabling the state pay allowances 
mothers keep their children with them, thus 
extending care more children their own homes 
and limiting the necessity commitment the Board 
Children’s Guardians order secure financial 
assistance. But paradoxically the amount allow- 
ance mothers was both inadequate and much less 
than the sum that could paid the same mothers 
when their children were placed with them board- 
ing basis, and so, although accepted fact that 
children generally develop better with their own fami- 
lies, New Jersey, along with too many other communities, 
undervalues this type care, and unwilling pay 
their mothers much for care for them pays 
foster mothers institutions. 

The Board Children’s Guardians spent only $26 
per year per child for administration and supervision, 
educational requirements for its staff were 
its members had less than High School—there was only 
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one visitor for every several hundred children and there 
were care many defective children. Considering these 
facts, amazing that essentials good child care, such 
reception work, foster home finding, which observed 
certain elements good standards, supervision that 
included least several contacts year, clothing that 
was individual rather than uniform, were adhered to. 
And not surprising that children were not usually 
studied and planned for individually, behavior prob- 
lems understood and treated, health thoroughly looked 
after and education provided according their abili- 
ties. The story told the care given thousands 
children small staff reflects great credit 
this staff. But one wonders whether the people 
New Jersey would provide such limited equipment 
they knew how inadequate for the job that there 
partment Institutions and Agencies makes further 
progress its community plan for the state, will 
also see that standards case work those depart- 
ments working with families and children are raised 
creditable level. 


INSTITUTE FOR CHILD GUIDANCE 


The effort gain greater understanding the prob- 
lems childhood and thereby lessen adult blundering 
dealing with behavior and personality disorders 
gathers momentum time goes on. 

One the most recent developments for promoting 
further study and research the field mental hygiene 
for children the establishment Institute for 
Child Guidance New York City. The new project 
sponsored the Commonwealth Fund. 

Upon the basis the experience gained during the 
Commonwealth five year program for the Pre- 
vention Delinquency, four major objectives have been 
outlined for the Institute: 

Further study and research the field mental 
hygiene for children, with special reference the 
causes and methods treatment behavior problems. 

The provision clinical experience and practical 
training the organization and operation child 
guidance clinics for psychiatrists and graduate psy- 
chologists. 

The provision field training psychiatric social 
work, with especial emphasis child behavior prob- 
lems, for students psychiatric social work the New 
York School Social Work and the Smith College 
School for Social Work. 

The provision adequate clinical facilities for the 
thorough study and treatment selected group 
children presenting problems behavior personality. 
Cases will accepted from parents, schools, and vari- 
ous co-operating agencies.

That children the care institutions and other 
agencies should have the individuality and personal 
intimacy which should associated with giving. 

“3. That indiscriminate giving children 
strangers destroys the sense individuality and per- 
sonal intimacy which should associated with giving. 

“4. That most institutions 
agencies the Board Directors and executives make 
adequate provision for the children Christmas time, 
and that all provision outside indi- 
viduals organizations should made only after 
consultation with and upon the advice those 
charge. 

That parties given individuals organiza- 
tions some place outside the child’s home insti- 
tution, other familiar surroundings, should not 
generally encouraged. 

“6. That almost all institutions and agencies 
there need for equipment and play apparatus 
which cannot met through the regular income 
the agency. would most helpful have the in- 
terest and the money persons and organizations 
desiring something for children Christmas 
time directed toward the securing larger and more 
substantial gifts which would give pleasure and happi- 
ness children, and add something beauty their 
lives, not only Christmas time, but throughout 
the year, and perhaps for several years come. 

That when individuals, organizations other 
groups desire something for the happiness 
the underprivileged children the community 
Christmas time, they get touch with the children’s 
institutions and child-caring agencies through means 
the Christmas Bureau.

TOBY JUST SHOWS THEM 


Once more the adolescent comes into her own. There 
has been much concentration the runabout that 
were fair way forget about the soul wracking 
difficulties adolescence. The following excerpts from 
news item appearing the New York “World” 
December should serve warning child-caring 
agencies which have been somewhat neglectful their 
teen-age children. 

The item also shining example the way 
which mental hygiene problems may portrayed 
simple language. 


only did Toby’s father and mother make her 
school where she was not talked about suffi- 
ciently, but they wouldn’t let her the movies 
visiting much she wanted to, and—final indig- 
nity—they forbade her joining the family games 
fan-tan. 

was absurd. Toby was fourteen and looked six- 
teen seventeen. Hannah, her eighteen-year-old 
sister, was allowed play fan-tan, why wasn’t Toby? 

“Tuesday afternoon Hannah came home find 
Toby the dining room floor, her hands and feet 
tied. The rug was up, the furniture down and two 
knives and forks were missing. Toby’s hands and face 
were scratched, and her mouth, evidently meant 
gag and not sustenance, was carrot—a large, new 
carrot, not very much damaged. 

told thrilling story six-foot Negro burglar 
who had knocked her down, bumped her head the 
floor and ransacked the house. There had been, she 
said excitedly, ‘terrific struggle.’ 

“Police were notified, and when her father came 
home, there was great how-do-you-do. Toby was 
petted, her wounds were bathed, she was given all the 
candy she could eat, and she was allowed play fan 
tan. Life could hold nothing except few headlines, 
and these were coming. 

“Yesterday Capt. Philip Sebold, who has been 
the Newark police force twenty-five years and knows 
his carrots, entertained pretty, dark-haired Toby and 
her father and mother. ‘Toby limped rather con- 
spicuously. The Captain questioned her two hours. 
“You know,’ said, with truly terrible frown, ‘that 
burglars don’t pull rugs, they don’t steal two knives 
and forks and leave the rest, and they never gag people 
with carrots.’ 

was frightened she forgot limp. Finally 
she confessed the robbery had taken place only her 
imagination. 

tell you how was, Captain,’ she said. 
just tired being nobody. They think I’m still 
child and haven’t grown up. wanted the 
movies, and visiting with mother, and play fan-tan. 
wanted somebody when went back school, 
they’d talk about me. 

came home from school yesterday, no- 
body was there. decided I’d have some attention 
paid tome. First, pushed the furniture around and 
pulled the rug. Then took some silver from the 
buffet the dining room and hid under the cellar 
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stairs. And got the carrot and scratched face 
and hands, bumped head against the medicine 
chest the bathroom, and when sister came, pre- 
tended was 


asked Captain, ‘been reading about 
the Lilliendahl case?’ 


word it,’ answered Toby. ‘That’s where 
got the idea the Negro.’ 

turned Toby’s mother. 

you think little behind the times, 
not letting your daughter play fan-tan?’ 

but daughter’s way ahead an- 
swered the harassed mother. 

she had made and signed her confession Toby 
was escorted home her parents. Last night the door 
was barred interviewers and the telephone hung 
them. There was stern silence over the place. 
seemed evident Toby was NOT playing 


“JUSTICE DIGNITY” 

The article herewith quoted appeared under the 
above headline the November 30th issue The 
Nation. 

Whether not reasonable ask public school 
officials make exceptions school routine order 
meet objections the part individual parents is, 
grant, debatable point. 

But family life the normal way life despite 
the many evidences failure and disillusionment, 
there possibility debate the shocking in- 
justice removing child from his own parents and 
placing him adoptive home for the reasons given 
this article. 


“For ‘improper guardianship’ children may re- 
moved from the custody their parents; and ‘im- 
proper guardianship’ conjures pictures cold and 
hungry children, children bruised and beaten, 


foolishly pampered. But when ten-year-old Russell 


Tremaine was taken from his parents the State 
Washington and put detention home, and when 
later was given private family for six-months’ 
‘trial’ followed adoption should ‘suit’ 
there was question beatings foolish pamperings 
lack nourishment. The Tremaines are decent, 
law-abiding citizens the State; they belong 
non-resistant religious sect, the Elijah Voice Society; 
they are absolute pacifists and such they were op- 
posed having Russell take part the flag salute 
school—and they ‘refused acknowledge that the 
State had right compel school-children in- 
doctrinated with the principles nationalistic patriot- 
ism and flag They kept Russell home and 
proceeded educate him according their own be- 
liefs. And the sovereign State Washington, return, 
put Russell’s father and carried Russell himself 
off detention home. 

“This incredible proceeding took place two years 
ago. The Tremaine parents have tried visit their 
son and are not permitted see him—or, now, even 
know where being boarded out. His father 
wrote him: 


“The supervisor child-placing said little Russell was 
hungering for someone love him. That the ‘home’ for some 
time would eat little and lay awake nights and sob and was 
developing nervous twitching the face and they were afraid 
lose his mind. This course was intense agony for 
isten to. 


“The sovereign State Washington, the dim way 
peculiar governments, seemed have inkling 
that torture was being unnecessarily inflicted cer- 
tain its citizens. Judge Hardin the Juvenile 
Court wrote Mr. Tremaine that would promise 
send Russell private school public school 
least for the first eight grades, the boy would 
returned his parents. But the Tremaines were con- 
sistent their faith. They wished, they declared, 
send Russell school; they preferred public schools 
private; but they asked assured that would 
not forced take part against his will ceremony 
that was contrary his own faith and that his 
parents; and finally they could not recognize the 
authority the judge the courts that would urge 
such course. 

here, for the moment, the matter rests. Russell 
completing his six months’ trial. liable for 
adoption the end this period. Judge Hardin, 
representing the sovereign State Washington, 
evidently little loss. And the Tremaines are still 
deprived their son. Government, not for the first 
time, finds itself the unpleasant dilemma having 
cruel order not admit making mistake, 
sensible and merciful and the same time frank 
admit error. 

“The State Washington seems fear for its 
dignity. But dignity suffers only through blindness 
ignorance wilful injustice. And dignity nothing 
against the spectacle boy deprived his parents, 
parents deprived their child, when they are willing 
and eager and capable bringing him useful, 
intelligent citizen and honest man.”

treatment rickets and tuberculosis. 

Institutions caring for infants and young children, 
well convalescent homes and sanatoria, will inter- 
ested reports the use the new glass 
Sunlight, the English Journal Light and Truth de- 
voted promoting more widespread appreciation 
the therapeutic value sunlight. 

The first use Vita glass England was the 
Monkey and Reptile Houses the Zoological Gardens. 
Later, was used certain sections the green houses 
Kew Gardens. 

According the editorial comments, the monkeys 
and reptiles showed remarkable progress growth and
